It is natural from hence, andI am per- 
Waded no Body will difpute it with me— 

f it be abfolutely neceflary to Preferve the 

rade, *tis equally neceffary to Support, 
Encourage and Improve it—To preferve 
it under Preflures, Difcouragements, and 
infuperable Obftru@ions, is not to pfe- 
ferve it A Body is not faid to be 
alive, thatis not in Health , And 
therefore a ftate of Sicknefs and Difeafe is 
call’d a dying Lifes and Men are ever refilefs 
in their A aati ‘of Medicines, and 
the Ufe of Phyficians, till @ Soundnefs of 
the Conflicution be reftor’dy that the Body 
may thrive and flourifhe-———A Man is 
really not a whole Man, while any Fra@ure 
of the Bones in unreduc’d, or any Joiat re- 
mains diflocated——— He fuffers a total 
Interruption of the Effe@s of Life, I mean 
A@ion and Exercife. To keep the Trade 
under coeftant precarious Citcumftances. 
Ta keep the (épporters of itnpon cheRack, 
and be ever Torturing the Company with 
Tofults and Tavafions ot thofe that aim at 
their Diffolution—This is not to prelerve 
the Trade, ’tisrather Breakiog the Com- 
pany, as the King of Swedew did General 
Patkull, On the whole, denying them the 
Coup de Grace, to put them out of theit 
Pain. 

To preferve the Trade therefore, muft 
be anderftocd, and J profefs vo weam (fa, to 
reftore the Trade to a State of Health. To 
put the Blood of the Tradey rbat gs its Stock 
py which it Mal be manag’d, into a due 
Circulation 3 that- dwe Noorifhment and 
Vigettt may Be communicated to ‘every 
Part of it; afd the whote, may Flourifh, 
Thrive, and bécome Great, Vigorots and 

roi. 

‘Whe thet! chis maft:be done, or may be 
Teft ‘anddne, ‘for what i tbe fame shing, by 
zh exclafiee Cotnpany,is another Queition, 
which tho” alreddy cveethla’d, I mean 
to why Opinion, yet 1 may fpesk ‘to ix again 
-—+Aod I pafg it over here only,the fooner 
to come to the Heads I-bim ates The 
thing may be Seated fhort- 


1. That kiad of Company ought to be 
Eftablifh’d that are moft capable to 
fecure the Trade, and to affure us 
that it fhall not be loft tothe Nation. 

2. That nothing but an Exclufive Com- 
paay can do this, I think I have for- 
métly proved; and I have long wait- 
ed to fee one probable Scheme of 
Carrying on the Trade without it. J 
muft own I have yet feen nothing like 
it; and fince it is certain, the Parlia- 
ment demanding it, the Gentlemen 
would have done it, if they could; I 
think I do them no wrong to fay they 
could hot And til] abey do, 1 
think I may lay ic dowaas a Funda- 
mental, 

‘That——The Trade to Africa CAN- 
NOT be fecur’d to this Nation, or at 
leaft nét fo well fecur’d (to put it as Mo- 
deftly as poflible) but by a Company vefted 
with exclufive Privileges—— Or in Engiib 
by an exclufive Company. 

As to the Intereft of the prefent Com- 
pany, have often {poken very plainly,that 
I give them upto their Fate, I mean asto 
this Argument I have ncthing to do 
with who are, or are not; who hal! be, or 
foal not be Lo would Be, or would nor 
be the exclufive Company I mention—— 
Lis A Company, not The Company, that is 
the Queftion in hand; and therefore I can 
bear all the Refle&tions made on this Paper 
witht very much Calm, ind ajuft Contempr, 
who tell'ine I write torthe Company. *T 
really know them not, who they are, nor 
what they are doing. F have loft Money 
by their declining Stock more than enough, 
indeed more than I can bear the Weight 
of. kam mot like-to recover that Lofs fy 
tbis woityers—e- And fhould their Stock rife, 
"sis watbing to me, for Fhave no fhare in 
its Neither have Fone Farthing from 
them fot writing on the Subjeét. 

Bot after all, Gentlemen;. whether this 
Company fhall be the Men or no 
Methinks. there are two things to be 
thought of, and which I -have alfo men- 
tion’d before. 1, There is fome Juftice, 
And, 2 fome Prudence to be ufed towards 
them. +-«=.

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Rob them of their Property without a 
Crime I care not to name. Tre Lat, Be- 
caufe it rhe Trade be to be preferv’d, which 
is the firft Principle of all f am: faying, then 
"cis a Diftraction iv our Trading Senfes to 
ruin one Compaoy before another is ready 
tobe Eftablifh’d. Nay, fince a Company 
muft be Eftablifh’d, if you will have anc- 
ther, ia meer refpeé& to that Company 


which fhal be Eftablifh’d, you ough to 


keep this up in as good a State as poflible, 
fince the worfe the pofture of the prefent 
Cempany’s Affairsarc at their laying down, 
the more Difadvantage a.new Company 
will begin with, as 1 fhall thew hereafter. 

But what fhall we fay to the CREDI- 
TORS of the Company ? And what Juftice 
‘is due to them, or how ought we to A& 
towards them in our treatment of the pre- 
fent Company ? 

This is really a Cafe that Summons us 
to the Bar as Criminals, And what Anfwer 
can we make? To pull dowa the Company,
